IHROUGHOUT Canada these days 
earnest, intelligent people are taking 
pen in hand and writing letters to the

with the same advice: 
If Quebec is dissatisfied 
let it leave Canada 
while the rest of us get 
on with our business. 
This strikes me as 
sound and practical ad- 
vice—provided we are 
prepared to carry it 
through. 
If Quebec creates a 
nation bestriding the St. 


Hutchison 
Lawrence and cutting the present Canada 
in two, then the Maritime provinces must 
also create their own nation or join the 

United States. For surely no one sup- 


that the new nation of English- 
River and the Pacific coast, will support 
the economic burden of the Maritimes as 
a remote and costly. appendage. «Nor 
would the Maritimes, inhabited by a sen- 
sible people, agree to such a mendicant 
and unworkable arrangement. 

Sinée we are resolved to be practical, 
we must next consider the third, western 
nation. . s 

It would possess a vast land of rich 
resources but also serious conflicts of 
interest. The economy of Ontario, for 
example, is built largely on manufacturing 
‘and a ddmestic market protected by 
tarilfs. The prairies live largely on agri- 
culture and other exporting industries un- 
protected by tariffs and thus penalized 
for Ontario’s benefit. 


Reactions 
Ontario would seek to hold the prairies, 


* within a tariff fence, as the captive mar- 


ket for its industries when they had lost 
much of their business in Quebec and the 
Maritimes. The prairies would seek free 
trade, or something like it, withthe United 
States and also cheap American or other 
foreign goods. 

Assuming this conflict could: be com- 
promised somehow in national policy, 
what about British Columbia? Where 
would it fit in, with its anique geography, 
its very separate interests and its pecu- 
liarly separate mind? : 

Would it not fit much better into the 
opulent layer of Pacific coast states, 4 
natural community between the sea and 
the rhountains?. And would 4t not quickly 
seek this perfectly logical projection of 
its geography, interests and mind? 

When these questions are raised we are 
driven back to John A, Macdonald's origi- 
nal_logic—that Canada must be a trans- 
continental state, held together by an idea 
far larger than economics, or it: must be 
“a few weak'fragments, all of them falling 
sooner than later into the United States. 

Mr. Pearson, the latest successor fo 
Macdonald, undoubtedly. is right in saying 
that if Canada is broken in the middle by 
Quebec's departure then the whole struc- 
ture “wil disintegrate. Not two, three or 
four nations but no nation at all will exist 
north of the 49th parallel.

If that conclusion is accepted by . those 
willing to bid Quebec farewell no one can 
challenge their logic. But if that conclusion 
is not accepted what are we to do about 
the present quarrel of Canadian races?

“The English-speaking provinces could 
force their will on Quebec, if necessary 
‘by threat of physical force. Then, if Que- 
bec decides to secede, we could wage a 
civil war against it, as Lincoln waged war 
on the American Confederacy. 

This, too, would be quite logical but 
not quite practical for certain obvious rea- 
sons: No significant group of English- 
speaking Canadians would undertake such 
a war and, if they did; the United Nations 
would ‘instantly intervene to keep the 
peace and Canada would become a white 
Congo. 

Another solution, as favored by Quebee 
statesmen like Mr. Levesque, would be to 
set up two separate nations, English-

A two-headed constitutional monster of 
this sort, imprisoned in a double strait- 
jacket hardly looks practical. Given the 
choice, most English-speaking Canadians 
would rightly prefer to join a single Ameri- 
can nation because with all its defects, 
it is indeed a nation and not a gibbering 
paralytic. 

The last possibility is to do in our time 
exactly what Macdonald did in. his—to 
reconcile the two races in a single state, 
with compromises and concessions on both 
sides, since neither can survive, as Cana- 
dians, in separation, 

That, I take it, is Mr. Pearson's think- 

ing in his hopeful new partnership with 
Mr. Favreau, But we need not expect 
quick results. On the contrary, we must 
expect a period of acute irritation and 
tension, fomented on one side by the 
Levesques of Quebec and, on the other, 
by English-speaking Canadians who tell 
Quebec to accept their terms or leave 
Canada without realizing the consequences 
to themselves. 
In fact, there are only two alternatives 
open to us. We must reunite a single 
nation or have none. Ben Franklin's old 
advice to the quarreling American colonies 
applies equally to the quarreling Canadian 
races. They must hang together or hang 
separately. 

If they are to avoid the double noose 
they will have to show much more intelli- 
gence and much less visceral prejudice 
than they are showing today.

To make up for the sacrifice 
of the two football fields in 
Carnarvon he suggested’ the 
deviopment of a site above the 
Uplands Elementary School to 
include three combination foot 
ball and baseball fields, a chil- 
dren's -playground, tennis 
courts and bowling green. 

Such facilities would not be 
available for a’ number of 
years but the expenditure of 
$100,000 to $150,000 for such a 
evelopment would be consider- 


able less than the $175,000 
needed to acquire Firemen's
